Oppenheim is 38 years old, a barhe- 
lor and a member of the firm of J . 
H. Hearn & Co., clothes manufactur­ 
ers. 


His father is so wealthy that when, 
some years since, his daughter 
wed 
Michael Saxe, lie presented the cou­ 
ple with the Hotel Belleclaire, worth 
at least $1,000,000, merely as one of 
his wedding presents. It is said tkat 
the son is two times 
a millionaire, 
and is. besides, chief heir to his fath­ 
er’s mammoth estate. 
For several days, it is said in the 
Hearn offices. Oppenhoim has 
been 
moody and self-engrossed. This caus­ 
ed some comment among 
his busi­ 
ness associates. 
His friends and family declare that 
they can not account for the act ury 
less it was accidental. He had nei’tV 
er enemies nor a love affair, according 
to Mr. Saxe.

i was under th e impression th at our 
red broth ers h ad forgotten th e use of 
signs in th eir travels, h ut as r was 
loitering about th e h ills in Siskiyou 
county a few 
weeks 
ago 
I 
came 
Ac ros s a genuine Indian “sign,” such 
is I h ad not seen for a dozen years 
>r more, 
says 
th e 
San 
Francisco 
’h ronicle. 
It was a simple little 
sign 
in ap­ 
pearance, but it was full of meaning 
to th ose wh o could read it. 
A long 
stick with one end 
stuck 
in 
th e 
ground, th e oth er leaning and point­ 
ing up th e road. Th e stick was ele­ 
vated at an angle of about 10 degrees 
trom th e ground and was supported 
on a stone. It told some Indian h is 
friend h ad been th ere and h ad gone 
ah ead in th e direction pointed out by 
th e stick. 
I marveled a t it all, but on investi­ 
gation found th at th e Indians of Cal­ 
ifornia still use signs to convey intel­ 
ligence to each oth er. 
I found th at 
among th e Cocopah s, Coh uillas, 
Pi- 
mas and Yuriias th e sign is as much 
in use as ever. 
W h ile traveling in San Bernardino 
county a few m onth s 
ago 
I 
came 
across a peculiar grouping of stones, 
and a t once saw th at some Indian h ad 
left a sign, so th at all oth er Indians 
m igh t know th at w ater 
was 
to be 
found in a certain direction. 
Th e 
stones were lying in a complete cir­ 
cle, and in th e center was a large 
triangular stone, with th e sh arp point 
indicating a certain direction. 
Th e 
sign was plain to one versed in such 
th ings, and in order to see if th e same 
sign was universal, for I h ad seen it 
elsewh ere, I 
followed 
th e 
direction 
pointed out. by th e stone and found a 
little spring. 
Th is arrangem ent of stones I h ad 
often seen in a dozen different places 
in th e middle west, and as a variant 
wh ich was also found in 
California. 
I h ave seen a mound of stones, simi­ 
lar to a m iner’s monument, with a 
pointed stone resting on top, point­ 
ing toward water. In many parts of 
th e country, especially in th e desert 
parts of California and Arizona, th e 
q uestion of w ater supply for travel­ 
ers is one th at req uires serious con­ 
sideration, and I h ave known men to 
pass with in a few h undred yards of 
w ater with out knowing 
it, 
because 
th ey could not read Indian signs. Th e 
sign was in plain view and was plac­ 
ed th ere because th e Indians recog­ 
nized th e necessity of telling all wh o 
came along th at th ey could And wa­ 
ter. True, th ere was not a big board 
set up with “ w ater” painted on it, 
but to th e initiated it 
was eq ually 
plain. Th ere is not a trail in all th e 
south west th at runs 
near a 
spring 
th at does not h ave 
th e sign openly 
displayed. 
1 
h ave even seen signs 
wh ere th e w ater was so far from die 
regular trail th at special signs 
h ad 
been made to sh ow wh ere it was. 
I 
rem em ber one instance 
dmong 
th e 
Sh osh ones wh ere th ere was a large 
m onum ent of stones, with an ex tra 
long flat stone on top, pointing 
to­ 
ward th e spring. After going in th is 
direction for some distance, I came 
upon anoth er similar monument, and 
before I got to th e spring 
I 
found 
five distinct m onuments sh owing th e 
way. 
Sometimes, 
h owever, 
th ese 
cir­ 
cles may not mean w ater at all. and 
th en it is necessary to understand th e 
intraencios of th e Indian mind to un­ 
derstand just w h at h e is driving at. 
I rem em ber once wh en I was h unt­ 
ing on I lie Republican river I came 
across a circle of buffalo skulls, wh ich 
attracted my 
attention 
because 
of 
th eir peculiar arrangem ent. 
Six teen 
skulls were set in a ivmi-circle, with 
th eir noses pointing down th e river. 
In th e center of th e circle was a skull 
on wh ich were painted th irty-six red 
lines. N ear th e skulls were two small 
sticks, placed uprigh t 
in th e ground, 
and at th e top of each stick 
were 
tied two bundles of h air. A Pawnee 
Indian was with me and told me th at 
th irty-six Paw nee Indians h ad camp­ 
ed th ere. 
Th ey 
h ad 
made a raid 
against a camp of Comanch es con­ 
taining six teen tents or lodges, and 
h ad taken four scalps. 
Th ey were 
now returning h ome down th e rive» *. 
To th e ordinary 
observer 
th is 
a r­ 
rangem ent of skulls and sticks would 
h ave given no more impression th an 
th e idea th at 
someone 
h ad 
been 
am using 
h imself 
by 
playing 
with 


th e 
arrangem ent 
story. 
ndians use signs for several spe­ 
cific purposes, th e most prevalent be­ 
ing th at of guidance, but th ey are 
al. o used for direction, departure, in­ 
tention, condition, warning and claim 
or demand. 
I 
was h unting with a 
party of Utes in South western Colo­ 
rado, and wo h ad separated with th e 
understanding th at wo were to m eet 
again at a specified place and all go 
back to th e village 
togeth er. 
On 
reach ing th e appointed place one of 
th e party was not th ere, but th e res* 
started to th e village, paying no at­ 
tention to h is non-appearance. 
I ask­ 
ed if th ey were ot 
going 
to wait 
until h e came h ack, bin th ey said h e 
h ad been th ere and h ad gone on to 
th e village with out waiting for us to 
come up. W h en 1 ex pressed surprise 
I was sh own a long stick standing 
in th e trail with a bunch 
of 
grass 
fastened to its top. 
Th e stick was 
leaning toward th e village, and th is 
told th e story of th e m issing man as 
plainly as if h e h ad w ritten a lett« r 
about, it. 
I found th at a similar stick h ad 
been erected at th e top of every h ill 
between th ere and wh ere th e village 
could be seen, He took no ch ances 
on th e sticks falling down, and told 
th e story over several times. 
Th e sam e sign is used by th e In­ 
dians of South ern Alaska, 
and also 
by th e W innebagoes of Manitoba. Th e 
Sioux use a split stick with a sh ort 
stick in Ih o split, pointing In th e di­ 
rection taken.

State That “ Steamer Made Seam en" 
Lack in 
Nautical Knowledge 
and Are Not Equipped 
as Officers. 


Sealtlo, W ash.— W ith 
tho 
passing 
o f the sailing vessel, which is giving 
place to the modern fast steamer, the 
old-time sailor is, becoming merely a 
memory. 
The change is more notice­ 
able in the officers of vessels than in 
the sailors. 
Many of the old captains, 
however, deplore the modernizing of 
the sailor and officer. 
The modern 
ja ilo r is little more than a stevedore, 
while the 
mates 
are 
scarcely more 
than chief stevedores, according to 
many of the old-time skippers. 
This 
has been brought about by the short 
runs of the coji^uig vessels and the 
fact that the mate's chief duty is to 
superintend the loading and unloading 
of cargo. 
On the short coasting runs 
navigation is done almost entirely by 
what is known 
as 
dead 
reckoning. 
This is accomplished by the log, the 
compass and local knowledge of the 
waters. 
The ships are seldom out of 
sight of land and the earlier knowl­ 
edge of navigation gained by the offi­ 
cers before they apply for their papers 
is, in many cases, practically forgot­ 
ten. 
Tho handling of cargo becomes 
the cbjef work of the officers, with the 
exception of the captain, and even he 
seldom makes use of his knowledge of 
navigation, aside from that of dead 
reckoning. 
In the old school of ships one of the 
first things the officer was taught was 
seamanship; secondly, navigation, and 
at the ]) re sent day some of the most 
successful captains are those who ac­ 
quired their knowledge in the old4ime 
vessels. 
Seamanship is so 
seldom 
used in 
the modern vessels that it is looked 
upon more as a 
hindrance than 
an 
aid. 
The training of cadets on m any 
of the larger steamships makes steam­ 
ship officers of them, and they enter 
upon their officers’ duties with only a 
book knowledge of 
steamanship 
in 
sailing vessels. 
* 
The state training ship, according 
to the old salts, gives youthful aspir­ 
ants to a sea life a practical knowl­ 
edge of seamanship, and for this rea­ 
son most of the old sailors are stanch « 
advocates of 
a 
nautical 
school for 
boys. 
The plan has been worked out 
succcessfully in the east, and reports 
from California state that an effort 
is being made by the California sea­ 
men to secure a state training ship 
for San Francisco. 
The naval train­ 
ing station for boys at 
Goat 
island 
fails to meet the requirements of the 
merchant service, according to most 
captains, as tb 
hoys are trained for 


na v a l wo rk, which pra ctica lly unfits 
them fo r the mercha nt serv ice. 
In the American merchant marine 
to-day there 
are 
comparatively few 
Am erican sailors. Most of the seamen 
are recruited from English, German 
and French sailing ships that come to 
the Am erican ports, 
B y reason of the 
large wages paid in American ships, 
and especially in the coasting 
trade, 
the men aie able to make from two to 
three times as much as in the ships 
of their own nationality. 
Among sailors the American ships 
are known as supplying the best food, 
while the English ships are commonly 
known as “ hungry limejuicers.” 
Another point advanced in favor of 
the school ship is that it would have 
a tendency to increase the number of 
American sailors and officers.

W ill Contend That Operation of Stat­ 
ute Prescribing Penalty for Mis­ 
demeanor Cannot Be Sus 
pended by Injunction. 


Jefferson City, ,Mo„ Aug. 9.— Suits 
w ill 
be instituted 
ir 
various parts 
of the state next week to enforce the 
penalty 
clause 
of 
the 
maximum 
freight rate law, which makes viola­ 
tions by a railroad or 
its servants 
misdemeanors. 
The counties where action is to be 
taken have not been disclosed because 
of the belief that the railroads would 
get 
injunctions 
from 
the 
federal 
courts, sim ilar to those of Judge P h il­ 
lips against the act of 1905, and Judge 
McPherson against the present stat­ 
ute. 


Regardless of the scope of the in­ 
junction granted by 
Judge M cPher­ 
son, at Kansas City, it has not been 
served on all of the 115 prosecuting 
attorneys of the state, and the suu- 
posiiton is that some of these unserv­ 
ed officials will proceed against the 
employes of the 
railroad 
companies 
in their respective jurisdictions. 
The railroads were evidently of the 
opinion that no move would be made 
to enforce the law until such time as 
its constitutionality 
is 
passed upon 
by the higher courts. This might be 
a long time. 


An injunction was issued by Judge 
Phillips, of the federal court, at K an­ 
sas City, against the enforcement of 
the maximum freight 
rate 
law 
in 
1905, and that matter is still unde­ 
termined^ although a new law' 
has 
since been passed and is now in ef­ 
fect, save for the federl injunction by 
Judge McPherson. 
| 
It will be contended by the 
state 
jputhorities that the federal court has 
no authority to suspebd 
by 
injunc­ 
tion a statute providing a penally for 
n misdemeanor until finally adjudi­ 
cated. 


If an injunction is issued from the 
federal court to prevent 
the enforce­ 
ment of the penalty clause, then con­ 
ditions in Missouri will be practically 
the same as those 
that 
existed 
in 
North Carolina a short time ago, and 
which exist in some form in several 
states at the present time. 
W hether there will he a direct clash 
between the state and the federal au­ 
thorities is a matter for the future to 
net ermine! It seems well settled, how­ 
ever, that the state authorities will 
try to enforce the maximum freight 
rate law until such time as it mav 
he held invalid by the court of last 
resort.

The man who offended is said to 
have been one of the best athletes hi 
the Crescent Athletic club of 
Brook­ 
lyn, and is a giant in physique. 
Ho 
said afterwards: 
“ Nothing but the 
old man’s years prevented me from 
hitting him after he shoved me out of 
his way.” 
The story as told by onlookers 
is 
to the effect that Comstock was com­ 
ing out of tho post office building. In 
his hands was a letter which he was 
reading intently, ;m(j as he was about 
to pass through the door into Broad­ 
way he encountered the athlete and 
a friend who’ was with him. and the>*o 
was a collision, which ruffled the vice 
hunter, and. turning to tho younger 
man. he «aid: 
“ You’o a big hog. W hy don’t you 
look where you are going? You saw 
me here and you deliberately bump­ 
ed into me. You’re a hog. That’s what 
you are .” 
“ You have n nerve to call anybody 
p hog,” replied the Crescent man, ap­ 
parently not 
recognizing 
Comstock. 
“ Your very appearance stamps you 
as the veal hog.” 
This reply caused the old man to 
fiy into a rage, and he raised his hand 
as if to strike the young fellow, but 
seemed satisfied to try and push him 
aside to get past. 
But he might .as well have tried to 
move a stone wall. It looked as though 
there would he a fight, hut the young­ 
er man kept cool, and did not attempt 
to strike Comstock, who had by this 
time become furious 
and threatened 
to have him locked up, but left the 
building without

threat. 
Employes of the post office later 
told the young man that the man was 
Anthony Comstock.

This rap id growth in the exp orta­ 
tion of iron and steel manufactures la 
esp ecially interesting in view of the 
fact that finished manufactures form a 
larger p ercentage of the grand total 
in this group than is the case in many 
other of the great group s of articles 
classed as manufactures by the bu­ 
reau of statistics. 
In cop p er cxp mla- 
lions, the group of second rank; a 
large p rop ortion of the value ocdurs 
in a class which has undergone but a 
slight p rocess of manufacture—name­ 
ly, cop p er in ingots, bars and p lates— 
and this is also true of wood manufac­ 
tures, of which lumber, sawed timber 
and shooks form a large p ercentage of 
the total exp orts. 
The high grade manufactures of 
iron and steel exp orted 
from 
tho 
United States find a wide distribution 
and are accep ted in every p art of the 
w'orld. Of the nearly $7,000,000 worth 
of locomotives exp orted during the 
nine months under consideration Jap ­ 
an, Mexico, the 
Central 
American 
states and Canada took each more 
than $1,000,000 worth, while Cuba, Ar­ 
gentina, Brazil and Australia also p ur­ 
chased considerable values. 
Of tho 
$4,500,000 worth of typ ewriters ex­ 
p orted the United Kingdom was by 
far the la r g e st p urchaser, taking more 
than one-fourth of the total, while Ger­ 
many ranked second, France third 
and Mexico fourth in the iHirchascs of 
this class of iron and steel manufac­ 
tures.

Tiead of the barrel to bo used w'hen 
filling w'ith w’ater and provide it with 
a good wooden plug. Xow’ bore a half- 
iiicli hoU* in the side 
about 
three 
inches fioni tlio bottom and the rig is 
ready for us€ i. 
Plug up the bottom 
hole and fill w'ith water.

MATCH UP THE HORSES. 


Never Put the Slow Walker with the 
Qulck-Gaited Animal. 


bo oveilooked. 


Matching farm teams jjroperly is 
more difllciilt than matching driving 
teams. 
A slow'-walking horse should 
never be put w'ith a fast-w'alking one, 
for y ou will have to constantly urge 
the slow" one, and this soon irritates 
the other one. 
Match gaits, match 
temperaments, and match horse })ow'- 
er. 
These are the three essentials 
to keep in mind w'heii matching up 
the team for heavy farm w'ork. Never 
put a y oung horse to very heavy , 
steady work, such as plowing, along­ 
side an old, staid hors(*. 
The y oung­ 
ster is apt to do more than his share, 
in spite of all y ou can do to equalize * ('i .p 
the work. 
When breaking a colt, writes a cor- 
res])oiident of Pacific Farmer, 1 have > 
alway s found it best to put it along­ 
side a steady , even-temiiered horse 
that is not easily “rattled.” 
Such a 
mate will soon give confidence to the 
colt, and he readily falls into w'ork 
without 
much 
troulde. 
A 
corres- 
spondent say s; 
“Give the colt some 
light farm work at first, such as plow- 
iipg or harrow'ing.” 
That’s risky . 
I 
w'ould never hitch a colt to a harrowr. 
Yon iu‘ver know' what they are going 
to do, and a harrow' is a mean thing 
to .get a horse mixed up in. 
1 w'oiild 
rather give the colts the light driving, 
and as tliey laceó me seasoned give 
them some heavier work. 
Match up 
the colts as soon as possible, and 
when the teams are matcliod up, don’t 
change them around, unless for some 
very gof)d leason. 
Horses have to 
learn how to pull and w'ork together.

The go(id qualities of a horse do not 
all come from the sire. 
The brood sow' needs a feed differ­ 
ing from that given the hogs being fat­ 
tened. 
Hogs w'ill eat more clover hay than 
most peojile sup]>ose if they can have 
access to it at all times. 
AVhen the expense of raising a horse 
is incurred the more it brings in mar­ 
ket the greater w’lll be the profit. 
Keep colts grow'ing in a good, thrifty 
condition on feeds that are rich in 
bone and muscle-making material. 
Bine grass pasture in summer and 
clover hay in w inter should cf^nstitnte 
a part of the ration of the brood sow. 
Injudicious training w'ill develo]) and 
even impart vices and faults to the 
horse which do not naturally belong to 
its disposition. 
The future horse depends a great 
deal upon the treatment the y oung 
things receive tlie first summer of their 
exislenci*. 
Never breed to a horse that w'ill not 
work or is unmanageable for insub­ 
ordination is as easily transinîtted as 
any other fault.

of the events that 
followed in the 
ocean lied. 
“ W e are,” he said, “ only supposed 
to remain down about 2b minutes at. 
! stretch in such a depth as 25 fath 
'm s. 
When Trapnell staid so long I 
thought there was something wrong 
and 1 telephoned to 'him. 
lie told me 
that, lie was fouled in the* wreck and 
could not get clear. 
‘All right,” I 
icplicd, ‘I will come down and help 
you.’ 
“ I descended immediately, and up­ 
on getting down found that Trapnell 
was fixed in such a position that he 
was absolutely helpless.* The wreck 
lies almost 
upright. 
Trapnell 
was 
standing upon the sea bed, and his 
aii pipe and life line were entangled 
i it the deck gear of the torpedo boat 
high above his head. 
It was quite 
impossible for him to get up to its 
decks and clear himselfiiV 
“ Being unable to speak to him, I 
gripped 
his hand to reassure him, 
and h o ’ returned my grasp heartily.

handshake I set 
about releasing him, but it was dif­ 
ficult work. 
Only those who have 
dived to such a depth can realize 
what the surroundings were like.

was dark, and the pressure of the 
water was great and the currents ran 
Strongly.

about the deck of the sunken boat, 
disentangling Trapiiell’B life line and 
air pipe from the davits' awl other

took me three* hours to get them 
clear, and I thoughVI I shbuld never 
be able to finish the job, as I was get­ 
ting exhausted. 
Once, in fact, I gave 
it up and left him,but I pulled myself 
together again and went back to him. 
W e had been good chums for years; 
Trapnell was one of the best of com­ 
rades and I could not desert him» for 
I knew that if I left him his last 
chance would be gone. 
“ 1 was getting nearly done myself; 
blood poured from my nostrils and I 
was much exhausted, hut I made an­ 


o th er effort and stuck to the job until 
I got Trapnell free. 
This was accom­ 
plished only just in time, for about 
three minutes before lie was raised 
to the surface Trapnell became un­ 
conscious. 
I do not feel much the 
worse for my trying experience.

must pay a tribute to the naval sur­ 
geon mid the boat’s crew for the way 
they looked after Trapnell when he 
was brought up. 
They did everything 
possible for him.”

I have adopted the plan of substi­ 
tuting a large roosting coop for each

This is made from a dry goods box 
four feet long, tk ee feet wide and 
three feet high. The front and bottom 
are removed. 
Two strips are nailed 
perpendicular on the front corner pro­ 
jecting one foot below the bottom of 
the box. 
This raises the front and 
gives the roof the necessary pitch 
when facing a dowm hill position. Two 
strips nailed on each side form a 
support for perches which are fasten­ 
ed together by cross pieces so all may 
be removed at one operation to be 
sprayed. 
W e move this coop twice a week 
and it is always clean and fresh. 
The 
open front and bottom seem a little 
risky, considering the possibility of 
wandering cats, rats or weasels. 
But 
we are willing to run some risks if we 
can fill our own and customers’ pens 
in the fall with large, robust stock. 
This one plan has enabled us to pro­ 
duce Orpingtons well up to standard 
size, which some fail to do. 
The ac­

Binding Pins for Use in Securing the 


Load of Hay. 


Sports are very common among the 
breeds of poultry that have been cre­ 
ated during the past 40 or 50 years. 
The old breeds, like the black Lang- 
shans, do not often produce sports, for 
the reason that they have been bred 
pure for many hundreds of years, per­ 
haps for thousands of years. 
But mod­ 
ern breeds, like the Plymouth Rock, 
are given to producing sports. 
On a Michigan farm the writer saw 
three pure white chickens that had 
hatched out of Plymouth Rock eggs. 
The owuiers thought they must have 
been imposed on in some way, but 
cotfld not cxiilain it. 
They were sure 
the eggs that had been i)ut under the 
fowis were from their Plymouth Rock 
hens, but w’ere unal)le to explain how 
they got the wiiite chi eke ii s. 
The result showm in the case is 
common. 
The Plymouth Rocks were 
made uj) of several breeds of birds, one 
of which 
was 
white. 
That 
white 
foundation crops out now' and then in 
W'hite 
birds. 
The 
W hite 
Plymouth 
Rocks were produced by simply breed­ 
ing these birds till a strain was ob­ 
tained that gave more white birds than 
of other colors. 
The W hite Plymouth 
Rocks should constantly throw colored 
sports for a long time to come, for 
they have in them the blood of barred 
Plymoutbs. 
One of the weak points about mod­ 
ern breeds is this tendency to sport, 
which occurs in the general demon­ 
stration of the law' of averages. There 
Is nothing more certain than the truth 
of the law’ of averages, and this is the 
cause of the sporting. 
If in a P ly ­ 
mouth Rock strain there is one per 
cent, of blood of some pure white 
breed, aliout one per cent, of the birds 
produced should be all white. 
As a 
matter of fact the percentage is very 
much smaller than this, and that is 
why w'hite birds are not so common 
as one In a hundred. 
The breeders arp constantly bring­ 
ing out new' breeds, and, of course, all 
of these new' breeds have to be pro­ 
duced by crossing the old breeds. 
The 
more breeds the more sporting W'ill 
occur. 
It takes many generations and 
constant selecting of the best to get 
birds to breed true to color or form. 
The sports of the breeds will always 
be a temptation to the young breeder 
to create a new’ breed, which he can do 
by in-breeding the sports.

B IT T E R ROT IN A P P L E S , 


Methods of Combating This Trouble­ 
some Disease. 


The following conclusions as to the 
best method of fighting this disease 
are given in a recent bulletin of the 
United* States department of agricul­ 
ture: 
1. 
Bitter-rot can be completely con­ 
trolled by proper apiilications of Bor­ 
deaux mixture, 93.3 to 96.9 }>er cent, oí 
sound fruit having been saved by such 
treatment in these experiments, while 
the checks rotted completely.

In the drying of corn in the cribs 
the condition of the weather counts 
for far more than most people sup­ 
pose. 
The corn seems almost like a 
sponge, the w’ay It pulls in moisture 
from the atmosphere.

14 the wind was mostly in the south 
and the weather was damp. 
The com 
added to itself 175 pounds of water. 
The week from September 22 to Sep­ 
tember 29 was reported as tky and 
hot, but the corn added to itself 185 
pounds of water. 
The moisture must 
have been excessive in the atmos­ 
phere. 
A record of the moisture con­ 
ditions of the atmosphere would be 
a good thing to go with the report of 
weather conditions, in comparing rec­ 
ords

shrinkages

weight of stored corn.

Jefferson City , Mo., Aug. G.—Two 


highway s between St. Lvuis and K an­ 
sas City are to be built, and the in­ 
itial meeting loooking to the organi­ 
zation ol the counties along the pro­ 
po sed routes will be held here August 
26, when the county courts of those 
counties will m eet with the Missouri 
state board of agriculture. 
The subcommittee 
of 
the 
board, 
which v as authorized to act for the 
entire board, held an executive ses­ 
sion last night, at which a resolution 
recommending the building 
of 
the 
Central 
and 
Southern 
routes 
was 
adopted and instructions given to the 
state engineer to visit the counties 
and assist them in the work of their 
organization. 
Details descriptive 
of 
the 
three 
routes 
which 
had been considered, 
together with the resolution adopted 
last night, which is as follows, are 
incorporated in this report 
of 
the 
meeting held y esterday . 
“Resolved—By the committee that 
in view of the demads for two high­ 
way s from St. Louis to K ansas City , 
and upon urgent req uest of the coun­ 
ties along the line of the central and 
southern routes, the committee recom­ 
mends that the counties along both 
these proposed lines proceed to or­ 
ganize road districts at once to the 
end that, the construction 
of 
both 
these lines be completed as speedily 
as possible. 
The state engineer is 
instructed to proceed to the several 
counties along the proposed lines to 
assist in the proper organization of 
the districts. 
“Resolved, T hat the secretary in­ 
vite the county courts of all the coun­ 
ties on the proposed lines to m eet 
with this committee in the governor’s 
office in Jefferson City on Monday , 
August 2G, at 2 o’clock, for the pur­ 
pose of providing for the complete 
organization of the district along thfe 
respective lines.” 
Good Roads Convention. 
A subcommittee of 
the 
Missouri 
state board of agriculture, composed 
ot Governor Folk, A. A. Hudson, of 
Jackson county ; W. H. 
Gentry , 
of 
Pettis; A. M. Thompson, of Clay, and 
George B. Ellis, of Boone, m et here 
y esterday to hear a report from State 
Highway Engineer Hill, upon the pro­ 
posed state highway 
between 
St. 
Louis and Kansas City . 
The counties 
along the proposed routes (and three 
of them wrere considered) 
were all 
represented by delegations sent to 
the committee meeting, and if the en­ 
thusiasm manifested 
is 
a 
criterion 
from which to judge, one, if not two, 
of the lines considered will be con­ 
structed.

solved into a good roads convention, 
at which nearly 200

The gentlemen speaking for 
the several counties put forth their 
claims and gave assurances of what 
their counties wrere prepared and wil­ 
ling to do in the direction of the state 
law providing for the construction of 
the state highway . 
Build Road Before Nam ing It. 
A. J. .Tones, of Pleasant Hill, creat­ 
ed enthusiasm when lie declared that 
“Cass county is here with the goods 
and exhibits a receipt from the coun­ 
ty treasurer for money paid in the 
treasury for the building of a road 
from ' Pleasant Hill to the Jackson 
county line.” 
l T. S. Hall, who also spoke, sug­ 
gested that the road should be called 
either the “College boulevard,” be­ 
cause of the number of educational 
institutions along the proposed route, 
or in compliment to the governor and 
in recognition of his 
splendid 
ser­ 
vices 
on 
behalf of good roads, it 
might be named “Folk avenue.” 
This 
called forth approval and objection, 
it being urged that the road should 
first be built and then named.

WHEAT W AS DAMAGED BY THE RAIN 


Hay Harvest Delayed By the Scarcity 
of Hands— Fruit Nearer Failure 
Than for Years— Live 
Stock Doing Well. 


Columbia, Alo., Aug. 5.—The regu­ 
lar monthly statem ent on the condi­ 
tion of crops for Missouri was issued 
Saturday by Geo. B. Ellis, secretary 
state board of agriculture, as follows: 
Corn—The month of July has been 
very favorable for the growth of corn. 
The high tem perature and freq uent 
showers throughout most parts of the 
state have caused the corn to push 
forward rapidly 
and 
the 
condition 
has improved six points for the entire 
state since our last report. 
By sec­ 
tions the improvement is: 
Northeast, 
5 points; northwest, 7 points; central, 
6 points; 
southwest, 2 points, and 
southeast, 2 points. 
The southeast section shows a pres­ 
ent condition of 7 5, which is the low’- 
cst for any section in the state, while 
the northw est section shows a condi­ 
tion of 9 0 being the highest of any 
part of the s+ate. 
The low condition 
in the southeast 
has 
been 
caused 
largely by drought, but the droughty 
conditions have been largely relieved 
by rains falling on the 28 th. 
A few' 
counties in the Ozark region also re­ 
port 
considerable 
damage 
from 
drought. 
Some 
damage 
has 
been 
caused in the central and northern 
parts of the state by excessive rains, 
and in a few localities by hail storms. 
The condition, which is 8 3 for the 
state, however, is a full average and 
is exactly the same as the condition 
one y ear ago.

m a t e t o } be 18 day s later than the 
average, but with favorable w eather 
and the ordinary season during the

W heat—The wheat crop has been 
considerably damaged 
by 
excessive 
rains. 
One month 
ago 
our 
corre­

many neighborhoods the wheat has ■ 
been so damaged that very little of it 
will grade No. 2, and most of it will 
be below grade. 
There has been con- * 
siderable damage to the wiieat crop 
along the Missouri 
and 
Mississippi 
and other smaller rivers, particularly 
in the northwest and northeast sec­ 
tions, from overflow. While this dam­ 
age has been heavy in some com- j 
munities, wheta compared with the e n-' 
tire crop of the state it will be light. ! 
Threshing has not progressed suf- 1 
ficiently to make a revised estimate, ^I 
but the indications are that the aver- 
i 
age y ield will be up to the prelimi­ 
nary estim ate made one month ago, 
which was 13.G bushels per acre for 
the entire state. 
The estim ate of to­ 
tal y eild of between 29 and 30 mil­ 
lions bushels for the state will prob­ 
ably hold good. 
Meadows—The harvesting 
of 
the 
hay croj) has been delay ed on account 
of the scarcity of hands. 
Never in 
the history of the state has there 
been so much difficulty in securing 
hands for harvesting, notwithstanding 
the fact that wages are from 25 to 
50 per cent more 
than 
the 
usual 
price. 
However, 
most 
of the hay 
crop has been harvested in fine con­ 
dition, although q uite a percentage of 
it has been allowed to get over-ripe 
before cutting. 
The acreage of hay 
is about 50 per cent less than last 
y ear, meadows having been plowed 
up and planted to corn. 
The esti­ 
mated y ield per acre, however, is 1.3 
tons for the entire state, compared 
with only .93 of a ton one y e;ir ago. 
F ruits—The fruit crop taken as a 
whole is perhaps nearer 
a 
failure 
than for any y ear in the history of 
the state. 
The condition of apples 
compared with an average crop is 
only 9 . The highest condition is in 
the southeast section, 
19 ; the lowest 
in the southwest, 2. 
In the central 
section the condition is 5, northwest 
section 6 and northeast 13. * * 
The peach crop is also a practical 
failure except along the Mississippi 
river hills in southeast Missouri, par­ 
ticularly in Perry county , where some 
orchards report a good crop; also in 
the south central Ozark region in the 
neighborhood 
of 
Koshonong 
and 
south, a fair crop is being harvested. 
Pears and plums are also a prac­ 
tical 
failure. 
Nothwithstanding the 
fact that grapes were frozen back at 
two different times, it is estimated 
that there will be a little more than 
half a crop. 
The recent rains, how­ 
ever. caused the grapes to rot badly . 
The condition of melons for the en­ 
tire state is 65. 
In southeast Mis- 


souri, where the principal area of the 
commercial crop of melons is grown, 
the 
condition 
is 
only 
59. 
The 
droughty conditions in that section, 
together with the unfavorable weath­ 
er in the early part of the season, 
has caused the very low condition. 
Live stock—Very little complaint 
is made of hog cholera which was 
prevalent in the early part of the sea­ 
son, and most all classes of live stock 
are doing well. 
Pastures are generally in very fine 
condition.

equ al 
am ou nt of taxes and it takes ju st as 
mu ch time and labor to plow an acre 
of poor land as it does of th e more 
tortile, and the reason for this condi­ 
tion of fertility or lack of fertility 
comes from the fact th a t the fields 
closer to the farm bu ildings have in 
time past received more than their 
fair share of fertilizers and have been 
devoted to crops th a t ^ou ld pay bet­ 
ter than the m ore rem ote fields. 
I dare say th a t on m any farm s the 
farmer, if he pu rsu es this idea c a re ­ 
fu lly and continu ou sly , 
will 
find 
a 
large portion of his farm is actu ally 
not pay ing expenses 
of 
cu ltivating. 
Generally speaking, the fact th a t one 
choice acre of the farm will produ ce 
two and a half or three tons of cu red 
hay per acre and another acre more 
remote from the barn will produ ce 
only half a ton, ou ght to convince a 
thou ghtfu l farm er th a t he himself is 
responsible for the deficiency . 
Other 
things being equ al, the rem ote acre 
shou ld produ ce as mu ch in the way 
of crops as any other acre. 
It is cer­ 
tainly a slipshod way of carry ing on 
the farm, that the barny ard m anu re 
shou ld bo du mped arou nd in the, fields 
near the larm bu ildings becau se too 
mu ch labor is requ ired to draw it to 
the more distant parts of the farm. 
These being, in all probability , actu al­ 
ly hu ngry for the manu re, wou ld re­ 
spond to generou s u se of m anu re and 
more thorou gh cu ltivation. 
The farm er himself when this is 
called to his attention, may have a 
general idea of the different resu lts 
from the different parts of the farm, 
bu t the sy stem atic and carefu l method 
of keeping accou nt with the different 
fields of the farm will be the best 
way to bring this directly home to 
the farm er himself and resu lt more 
qu ickly in a change of treatm ent.

Calgary , Alberta, Au g. 3.—The Ca­ 


nadian Pacific railway has annou nced 
that it will m eet the proposed inva­ 
sion of its territory by the Grand 
T ru nk and the Canadian N orthern by 
ru nning an extension 
of 
its 
own 
north from Lethbridge, into the heart 
of the rich w heat cou ntry th a t the 
other roads are preparing to cross. 
This m eans th a t fou r railroads have 
begu n 
the 
m ost 
exciting 
railroad 
bu ilding race in the history of Cana­ 
da, with flie territory east of this city 
as the goal. 
The increasing im portance of the 
Sou thern A lberta w inter wheat crop, 
which is ®o largely grow n by A m eri­ 
can farm e rs 
who 
have 
em igrated 
from the states, 
is responsible for 
this su dden activity , and the story of 
the chain of events loading u p to tho 
Canadian 
Pacific’s 
annou ncem ent 
forms a vivid chapter in the rom ance 
of railroa 1 mapmaking. 
The Canadian Pacific railway was 
the first in the field and for y ears 
handled 
the 
entire 
grain cron of 
Sou thern Alberta, then 
worth 
less 
than 
a million 
dollar;?. 
W hen 
the 
Grand T ru nk decided to bu ild west 
to the coast its officers saw th a t it 
wou ld have to have some of this traf­ 
fic, i so tlie Grand T ru nk annou nc.t^l 
that it wou ld bu ild a branch line irom 
the north S askatchew an river to Cal­ 
gary . 
This was followed by ru m ors 
th a t the Canadian N orthern intended 
ru nning an extension down to Cal­ 
gary , som ewhat west of the Grand 
T r u nk ’s proposed rou te. 
Then Jim 
Hill set every one by the ears by the 
annou ncem ent th a t lie was going to 
join the contest by bringing the rails 
of the G^eat N orthern from Montana 
right u p into the heart of the dispu t­ 
ed territory . 
o 
T h e total crop of W estern Cau ddn 
was then worth $100,000,000, and Fir 
Thos. Sliau ghnessy , president of the 
Canadian Pacific, 
signified 
his pu r­ 
pose of holding control of its tra ns­ 
portation by issu ing his famou s pro- 
nu nciam ento th a t be wou ld bu ild two 
miles of railroad in the United States 
for every mile Hill bu ilt in Canada. 
Since then the crop has increased 
still m ore in size and valu e, in the 
face of a shortage sou th of the inter­ 
national line, and the Canadian Paci­ 
fic lias at last taken active d eps to 
m eet the competition of its rivals by 
bu ilding ahead of them and directly 
across their proposed rou tes. 
T he exact cou rse of the extension 
from Lethbridge has not y et been an­ 
nou nced, 
bu t 
it 
will strike north 
throu gh the fertile lands east of this 
city , and will probably cross the main 
line of the railroad at a point between 
Cheadle and Strathm ore. 
This will 
open u p a new section of the com­ 
pany ’s 3,000,000 acre tract of farm 
land w’liich it is bringing u nder irii- 
gation. 
! 
This is the largest irrigation pro­ 
ject on the continent and is the prin­ 
cipal reason for the desire of the 
Canadian Pacific to bu ild ahead of its 
rivals. 
The territory affected is larg­ 
er than the combined states of Dela­ 
ware and Rhode Island, and needs 
only the assu rance of w ater to render 
it the finest kind of farm ing cou nt y , 
say s Dr. El wood 
Mead, 
a 
United 
States governm ent engineer, who re­ 
cently investigated it. 
The railroad is preparing to spend 
between five and six million dollars 
in the project. 
One thou sand miles 
of canal have already been du g, open­ 
ing u p a third of the territory to cu l­ 
tivation, bu t 1.9 00 more miles of canal 
m u st be du g and 
24,750,000 
cu bic 
y ards of m aterial moved before the 
gigantic u » sk will he completed. 
Besides the L ethbridge extension 
the Canadian Pacific is planning a 
cu t-off from Nevvasin 
to 
Shepard, 
similar to the ones which E. IT. Tlar- 
rim an is now bu ilding, at the expense 
of millions, to shorten the main line 
of the Union Pacific. 
The M e ^ a s inj 
cu t-off will save ton miles, get rid j 
of a 4 per cent grade and open ip a, 
new part of the irrigation tract. 
A 
reason for tho hastening of the rail­ 
road’s plans in regard to the Leth-, 
bridge extension is the progress of. 
the winter wheat crop. 
It is estim at­ 
ed that this will he the biggest in the 
history of Alberta.

The raising of du al pu rpose animals 
has manv advó cales among farmers, 
thou gh dairy men do not approve of 
su ch breeds. 
An 
exchange 
say s: 
“One cannot profitably 
grow 
both 
beef and dairy animals ou t of one 
breed. 
The conception held so gen­ 
erally 
by 
farm ers 
th a t 
an 
animal 
shou ld serve for two pu rposes, nam e­ 
ly , milk and m eat produ ction, they be­ 
lieve, is mu ch to blame tor the low 
produ ction now prevailing 
throu gh­ 
ou t the cou ntry . 
Take, for example, 
the state of Iowa, where farm condi­ 
tions encou rage a general sy stem of 
farming. 
“The farm er is strongly tem pted to 
breed 
for the combination of both 
milk and m eat produ ction 
in 
his 
stock. 
While this combination does 
exist to a slight extent 
in 
some 
breeds and strongly in some individ­ 
u als, it is still in a very 
primitive 
state and not at all to be relied u pon. 
The attem pt is also made by a great 
nu m ber of farm ers to so cross their 
anim als as to combine those 
two 
qu alities. 
While crossing in 
some 
cases might prove beneficial, in 
a 
great majority of cases it does not, 
and this practice is on the 
whole 
detrim ental to the best conditions for 
profit from the animals. 
“A 
grade 
or 
cross-bred 
animal 
never can be sold on the open m arket 
as a fu ll-blood. 
It is a pitifu l condi­ 
tion to find on a farm w here dairy ing 
is in progress, a beef bred sire at the 
head of a herd, bu t wre have only to 
look abou t u s and see this on every 
hand. 
These men are expecting good 
resu lts from both ends. 
While it per­ 
haps is not su pposed that men in 
patronizing creameries or in dairy ing 
will change their stock to animals 
especially bred, it is expected that 
they m ake some effort toward im prov­ 
ing this qu ality , and it m ight be as 
wrell to recommend in many cases that 
the farm er cease attem pting the pro­ 
du ction of dairy produ cts from his 
herd and devote his attention more 
exclu sively to the m eat 
produ ction 
side. 
In tru th, I believe a great many 
farm ers will find themselves b e tte r 
off by so doing, for there is no deny ­ 
ing the fact that many men are not 
natu rally constitu ted for condu cting 
a profitable dairy . 
“For ou r part we do not see mu ch 
pleasu re in milking cows that give 
'little or no profit, bu t on the other 
h a nd it, is a pleasu re to keep good 
stock Halt*-retu rn good fecó rds.

A farmer, writing on the qu estion 
of sheltering hogs, say s: 
Mu ch of 
the loss in hog feeding in extremely 
cold w eather can be avoided by se­ 
cu ring proper shelter. 
Corn m u st be 
very cheap, indeed, if it is not dear­ 
er than pine board. 
It mu st be clear­ 
ly u nderstood that the food that is 
u sed to maintain animal heat is ju st 
as tru ly u sed as fu el in the hog as 
coal is u sed in the stove for main­ 
taining the tem peratu re of the home. 
The w arm er the hou se, providing ven­ 
tilation and other health requ isites 
are secu red, the less fu el is requ ired. 
The same ru le applies in the hog 
pen. 
H eat may be pu rchased at too 
great an expense in health in 
the 
hom e as well as in the pen. 
The 
perm anency of prices requ ires that 
m arketing of hogs shou ld be kept u p 
over the entire y ear. 
The m arket 
necessitates feeding, and while it is 
tru e that the greatest gains can be 
m ade at the seasons above mentioned, 
and while it is also tru e that it is 
u su ally 
more convenient to feed a 
large nu m ber in the fall of the y ear, 
for obviou s reasons, y et the farm er 
shou ld be prepared to feed off hogs 
at any time, and at the weights which 
the m arket requ ires.

3. — Tomorrow 
will 
m ark the fou rth anniversary of the 
elevation of Cardinal Gu iseppo Sarto, 
patriarch of Venice, to the papacy of 
Piu s X, and preparations have been 
m ade for celebrating 
the 
occasion 
w ith du e solemnity in all the chu rches 
of Italy . 
T he college of cardinals will be re­ 
ceived by the pope in collective au di­ 
ence, and the dean will read an ad 
dress of congratu lation and wish the 
pope many more y ears of pontificate 
in the nam e of his colleagu es. 
T he several colleges of prelates will 
also extend their greetings 
to Piu s, 
end all the military and lay officials 
of the Vatican will send delegations 
to the papal a partm ents 
to convey 
their best wishes 
to 
the venerable 
prelate of the chu rch. 
Messengers 
have 
arrived 
from 
m any Eu ropean sovereigns, the em ­ 
peror of Au stria m arking the occasion, 
as in past y ears, by a gift of old wine 
for the personal u se of his holiness. 
Messages of congratu lation 
are al­ 
ready pou ring In from all parts of tho 
world, cables 
having 
been received 
frommany prominent chu rchm en and 
lay men of America. 
Despite the trou ble in France, and 
the black clou ds that have at times 
hovered over the Vatican, the personal 
popu larity of Piu s X has not in the 
least decreased since 
he 
ascended 
the throne fou r y ears ago. 
It is believed here th rt the pope, 
by reason of his personal 
affability , 
democracy and piety , will, regardless 
of tem porary obstacles, attain in the 
end more advantages for his chu rch 
than some of his more scholarly and 
diplomatic predecessors, 
who placed 
between them and their followers the 
insu rmou ntable dignity pertaining to 
their great and holy office. 
Piu s X is ju st as hu mble todav as 
i 
he was on Au gu st 4 fou r 
y ears ago, 
when he was su ddenly 
raised 
from 
the commonplace position 
of provin­ 
cial bishop to tho highest 
spiritu al 
office in tlie world. 
The dignity attaching 
to his posi­ 
tion. the pomp and splendor 
of his 
su rrou ndings, the veneration of mil­ 
lions of followers in all parts of the 
world and the au tocratic powers con­ 
ferred u pon him have left him simple 
and u nspoiled. 
Nor has Piu s X fou nd the career of 
a pope devoid of great and trem en­ 
dou s du ties—du ties he has m et with 
the sam e simple faith as marked his 
dem eanor when patriarch 
of Venice. 
His path has been beset with difficu l­ 
ties. 
T he war against 
the 
chu rch 
in 
France, the banishm ent of the »’eligi- 
oiis orders, 
the 
disestablishment of 
the chu rch, the 
seizu re 
of 
chu rch 
property —all these and other m ani­ 
festations of warfare not y et ended, 
have greatly pertu rbed the pope, bu t 
have not lessened his faith in the fi­ 
nal su prem acy of the chu rch. 
A new and critical situ ation, u nex­ 
pected and u nu su al, has been present­ 
ed to the pope, bu t he has faced it 
with an ey e single to the best inter­ 
ests of the chu rch in France. 
For a time the well known liberal 
views of the pope 
in 
his relations 
with the 
Italian 
government 
were 
checked when his position as head of 
the chu rch placed him face to face 
with the hou se of Savoy . 
Gradu ally , 
however, he has recognized the neces­ 
sity of a reconciliation to save Italy 
from becoming 
a 
Godless 
and 
a 
chu rchless nation, 
no 
m a tter how 
m any of the temporal rights of thè 
holy see wrere to be lost by the com­ 
promise. 
His first move in permitting Italian

Practical Points of Different Breeds 
of Fowls.

Articles describing the strong and 
weak points of different breeds, from 
the practical pou ltry keepers’ view­ 
point, appear from time to time in 
farm and pou ltry 
pu blications. 
A 
majority of these articles are written 
by men and women 
who faithfu lly 
describe the merits and fau lts of the 
fowls of this or that variety which 
they have kept. 
rl hose who have had little or no 
experience in the bu siness of pou ltry 
raising are likely to 
accept 
these 
statem ents as final and to avoid cer­ 
tain breeds and adopt certain other 
b reedj u pon the recommendation of 
the writers of these articles. 
That, 
however, is not a safe thing to do, 
declares F a rm e r’s Review. 
Becau se 
a certain man fou nd fowls of a cer­ 
tain variety poor 
lay ers, 
excellent 
table fowls, slowr to m atu re and good 
foragers does not 
by 
any 
meajis 
prove that all fowls of the same vari­ 
ety 
have the same merits 
and the 
same fau lts. 
It simply means that 
the few specimens of 
the variety 
which this man bred proved, u nder 
his 
treatment, to 
be what he 
de­ 
scribed. 
There are no principal character­ 
istics, su ch as the ability to lay extra 
well, the trait of matu ring rapidly , 
bearing confinement well, etc., which 
may be pu t down as the exact attri- 
bu t.es of all fowls of a certain breed 
or variety . 
The fact is, the u sefu l­ 
n e ss of any fowl depends u pon its 
care and its breeding for generations 
back. 
A brood of chicks 
hatched 
from eggs laid by fowls which were 
indifferent lay ers and which were in 
tu rn bred from indifferent lay ers, can­ 
not by any means be made to pro­ 
du ce a high average y ield of eggs, no 
m atter how well they may be hou sed, 
cared for and fed. 
On the other hand, a 
flock 
of 
chicks bred from a long line of heavy 
lay ers will prove good egg produ cers 
u nder rather u nfavorable conditions, 
thou gh one or two seasons of mis­ 
treatm ent will tear down the lay ing 
tendency which has been bu ilt u p by 
the work of several y ears. 
In select­ 
ing the breed, therefore, take one that 
best su its y ou r fancy bu t obtain the 
stock from breeders who are known 
to have vigorou s, healthy fowls, and 
who have bred them for produ ctive­ 
ness du ring a series of y ears with 
su ccess. 
Then y ou have only to con­ 
tinu e their work to maintain, and per­ 
haps improve, the valu e of the breed 
seiected for eggs, table pou ltry or 
both, as the case may be.

One of the objections to hive-fou nda- 
tions is the moistu re that gathers be­ 
tween the hive-bottom and the fou nda- 1 
tion cau sing rot. 
| 
In order to avoid the objection, writes 
a correspondent of 
Bee 
Cu ltu re, 
I ; 
m ake a different fou ndation as fol- . 
lows: 
I u se a 2x4 at each end, as | 
long as the hive is wide. 
On top of 
these I fasten a 1x3 at each 
end. 
These lx3’s 1 cu t 30 inches, long, which 
makes a fou ndation six inches longer ' 
than my hive bottom. 
1 now take a 
piece of board wide enou gh to fill in 
between the two pieces of 1x3, and

six inches long. 
Fasten one end of it 
to the 2x4, the other to a small strip 
fastened u nder the lx3’s as per illu s­ 
tration. 
Now, by setting this fou nda­ 
tion on the smooth grou nd many a 
load of honey will be saved that wou ld 
be lost if the hive were so arranged 
that a nearly worn-ou t bee cou ld not 
climb from the grou nd to the hive. 
I find they will frequ ently fall in front 
of the hive with a heavy load of honey , 
and wings worn ou t, bu t still able to 
walk. 


Feeding Young Chicks. 
A fiock of y ou ng chickens is very 
mu ch like a drove of pigs, when von 
once get them u sed to being fed m 
one place, they will alway s be there 
at theii regu lar feeding time. 
A self- 
feeder arrangem ent is all right, bu t 
mu st be enclosed in a pen where the 
chickens may get bu t the old hens 
cannot. 
First of all, after su ch an a r­ 
rangement has 
been made, is to get 
the flock in the habit of eating there, 
then all is easy . 
As long as they are 
fed cu tside, they will 
not 
u su ally 
come to the pen.

in which 
they 
shall get

work. 
Owing to the fact that the arrange­ 
ments hare not y et been made, 
the 
affair is in a very u nsettled condition 
and the prospects are very bright for 
having 
some 
seriou s 
difficu lty 
in 
reaching an agreement 
that will be 
entirely satisfactory to both sides. 
It was thou ght for a time that an 
agreemen had been made bet ween the 
railway and the employ es bu t as the 
case now is, there is liable to 
be 
mu ch trou ble before the affair is set­ 
tled. 


A meeting of the 
variou s railway 
organizations was held last night for 
the pu rpose of making some plans as 
to the cou rse of action ' that' shou ld 
be followed by the men in oVd'ér to 
secu re the concessions they A'ata’t the 
railway to make, bu t from what can 
be learned of the 
meeting 
nothing 
definite was done, and it Is stt?< a 
m atter of conjectu re 
as 
to the nnai 
ou tcome of the affair. 
There was mu ch discu ssion 
at this 
meeting of the railway men, and al­ 
thou gh fhere seemed to be a strong 
feeling among all of them, that they 
wou ld not walk the distance to the 
rou nd hou se, y et there seemed to be 
no plan that su ited all of tftefti. 
Many of the 
men 
have declared 
they will not walk the dlktahce’, and 
they also have declared they wdll nò t 
work if it is requ ired of them to walk 
so far. One engineer was heard to re­ 
mark: 
“I wou ld not walk away ou t to that 
new rou nd hou se 
to 
take charge ot 
my engine if I knew there were 
1,000 
cars of fru it spoiling in the y ards be­ 
cau se I wou ld not take my engine.” 
Others of the trainmen 
have 
ex­ 
pressed themselves in a similar m an­ 
ner, and a strike may soon resu lt if 
the railroad company refu ses to ac­ 
cede to the demands of the workmen. 
Chief Clerk Garrity , of the su perin­ 
tendent’s office, thinks there will be 
no seriou s trou ble with the men, bu t 
that there will soon be an agreement 
made that will 
be 
satisfactory 
to 
both parties concerned. In discu ssing 
the affair, he said: 
“ When the way of getting 
ou t 
to 
the new rou nd hou se was first talked 
of the men who represented the dif­ 
ferent organizations of railroad men 
came to Su perintendent Webb 
and 
offered to give u p all their claims to 
terminal overcharges if the company 
wou ld agree to bring 
the 
engines 
down to the place 
where 
the 
old 
rou nd hou se has been. 
This was agreed to by Mr. Webb 
bu t it seems the men were slow In 
taking u p the agreement, and as the 
case now is they are left temporarily 
with no way of getting to their work. 
.1 think an u nderstanding will soon be 
reached that will be satisfactory to 
both the company and the men.” 
The terminal overcharges that the 
men agreed to forfeit in order to have 
(heir engines brou ght 
to 
the First 
street rou nd hou se is the money paid 
them for waiting in 
the y ards 
for 
their trains to pu ll ou t. This amou nts 
to considerable and it was thou ght 
for a time this agreement wou ld be 
satisfactory . 
The reason the railway 
men did not stay with the proposition 
is not known.
